The gospel makes the distinction, between 
the good and bad, marked, continual and eter- 
nul. Does the Almighty mean the threats to 
the wicked to apply to mere temporal visita- 
tion? We sce the wicked spread and flourish 
like the green bay tree. We see the righteous 
afflicted. The temporal blessings of individu- 
als may be equal; for God causeth the rain to 
fall alike on the just and on the unjust. We 
may find a hardened sinner live in defiance of 
God and man, He may give a loose reign to 
his propensities—live in apparent riot, and 
even die in apparent lethargic peace. His 
soul thay be so steeped in indifference, as to 
wait the approach of death with stoic uncon- 
cern. His exit may be without a groan of 
fear. He may in death as in life give an ex- 
ample of obduracy in sin, and contempt of 
God’s threatened Judgments, ‘To the eye of 
the world he in peace, But will the 
angels, who minister about the throne, wel- 
come him? Will he hear the Divine appro- 
val: Well done good and faithful servant— 
enter thou into the joy of thy Lord? Let con- 
science auswer, 

Even the Universalists recognize the need 
ofsome change, ‘They separate soul and body, 
giving impovence to the one, and sin to the 
other. Ballou and others teach that at the 
resurrection the body will rise and Kuow no 
sin. The man who dies in sin will wake in 
inuocence; and enter at once into the society 
of the blessed, with Abraham, Isaac, and Ja- 
cob. Admit this, and you deny Christ. You 
are saved by death. You deny his name, of 
whom itis written: “there is none other name 
under heaven given among men whereby we 
must be saved,” 

Universalists tell us that the death eternal 
denounced in the Seriptures means only tem- 
poral death, "That the act of dying is punish- 
ment. "Phat ceasing to exist, and not the blood 
of Christ atones for erime, All then, are pun- 
ished alike. there no ditlerence between 
saint and sinner, Tt may be said that suicide, 
or other unnatural modes of dying make a dis- 
tinction. Ut they do, itis in favor of the guilty. 
— The suicide, whose last act is a violation of 
the commandment: ‘Thou shalt not kill; and 
the malefuctor, who dies by the hand of the 
public executioner, sulfer less than the innocent, 
who may have languished weeks, months, and 
years, upon a dying bed. ‘Their future life is 
happy—tor the necessity of faith and repen- 
tance to secure eternal life, are not taught by 
Universalist. 

What says the word of God upon this sub-

Universal- 
ists apply this to a moral resurrection in the 
life, Punishment, say they, follows 
crime in the present workd.

What thought the Jews of the resurrection ? 
Paul before Felix, professed belief in all things 
written in the law and prophets of the Jews. 
And, he continued, * | have hope toward God 
which they themselves a/so allow, that there 
shall be a resurrection of the dead, both of the 
just and unjust.” “That the Jews believed in 
a resurrection and future life we bave the tes- 
timony of their historian Josephus, who states 
that certain sects of the Jews, the Essenes, 
Pharisees, and others, did believe both in a 
resurrection, and in the future and eternal sep- 
aration of the just and unjust. It was to peo- 
ple who understood him that the Saviour ad- 
dressed the warning: * Fear not them which 
kill the body, but are not able to kill the soul: 
but rather fear him which is able to destroy 
both soul and body in hell.’ Matthew x. 25. 
“ And Tsay unto you, my friends, be not afraid 
of them that kill the body, and after that have 
no more that they can do. But 1 will fore- 
warn you whom you shall fear: Fear him which, 
after he hath killed, bath power to Cast into 
hell; yea, I say unto you, fear him.” Luke 
xii. 4, 5. [| have never seen this passage, sat- 
isfactorily explained by the Universalists. 
While a member of that denomination it was 
a source of great and continual anxiety to me, 
It never was explained away—it never can 
be. Shall we be told that the Saviour preach- 
ed cause of fear Which never did exist—that 
God can send to everlasting punishment but 
will vot—that bis Son proclaimed to the world 
an artifice! Whatshould we think of a hu- 
man magistrate Who should warn culprits of

saith unto me Lord, Lord, shall enter into the 
kingdom of heaven; but he that doeth the will 
of my Father, which is in heaven;” “ The 
Son of Man shall send forth his angels, and 
they shall gather out of his kingdom all things 
that offend, and them which do iniquity; and 
shall east them into a furnace of fire: the e 
shall be wailing and goashing of teeth.—Then 
shall the righteous shine forth as the sun, in 
the kingdonuvof their Father.” Again: ** The 
kingdom of “heaven is like unto a net, that 
Was cast into the sea, and gathered of every 
kind: Which, when it was full, they drew to 
shove and sat down, and gathered the good 
into vessels, but cast the bad away. So shall 
it be at the end of the world: the angels shall 
come forth and sever the wicked from among 
the just, and shall cast them into the furnace 
of fire: there shall be wailing and gnashing of 
teeth.’ He shall set the sheep ou his right 
hand, and the goats on his left. * * Then 
shall the King say unto them on his right 
hand, Come ye blessed of my Father inherit 
the kingdom prepared for you from the toun- 
dation of the world.” ‘Phen shall he say 
also unto them on his left hand, Depart from 
me ye cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared 
for the devil and his angels. * * And these 
shall go away into everlasting punishment: 
but the righteous into life eternal.” ‘* In thy 
presence,” says the Psalmist, “is fullness of 
Joy; at thy right hand there are pleasures for- 
evermore”? 

Again, the ease of Judas is much spoken of. 

©The Son of Man goeth as it is written of 
him: but woe unto that man by whom the 
Son of Man is betrayed! It bad been good 
for that man, if he had not been born.” We 
will admit that Judas repented—for it so 
Written, but shall we say that bis repentance 
was unto life? We will admit, for the sake 
of argument, that he did not commit suicide— 
buteven that does not imvalidate the sentence. 
If he could at any time have been saved, at- 
ter the most terrible temporal punishment, or 
even after death: if he could exchange his suf- 
ferings for an eternity of happiness iteould not 
be said ‘it had been good for that man if 
had not been born.’

It has employed 


within that period 262 laborers, of all kinds, and 


has educated 22 evangelists. The demands 


which the pastors of the Reformed churches » 


have addressed to it have amounted to 156, 


and may be thus classified: 92 for assistant 
pastors, ( suffragants:) 46 for teachers of schools: 
18 evangelists; and we must add that unfortu- 
haute ly the greater part of these demands re- 
main unsatisfied, although it is such demands 
which the Society most desires to comply with, 
During the course of seven years, the stations 
of Algiers, Siouville, Tours, and ‘Troyes have 
been united with consistories, (and have thus 
the National Church.)

‘To 
remove all apprehension that this deficiency in 
the funds may have been owing to any wrong 
employment of them, it will be sufficient to 
remark that, during seven years, the expenses 
of the office and the administration only amount 
to the small sum of 1,209 franes.” 

This deficiency arose from the fact thet the 
Society re eived less, by 23,695 franes, than it 
did last year—a contingency which was not 
expected, This contingency was occasioned 
prob ibly by some misunderstanding with some 
of the former supporters of the Society in 
England.

ION OF LUTHERANS AND CALVINISTS. 
Afier the peace of 1815, a commission was ap- 
pointed by the king of Prussia for the purpose of ce- 
menting a anion between the Lutherans and Calvin- 
ists. It was composed of the most distinguished di- 
vines, and the result of their joint labors, during five 





consecutive years, was an agendum or new litargy, 
which was first introdaced into the new cathedral in 
Berlin in 1821. The church thus established was 
called ‘“ Evangelical.’’ ‘The principle on which the 
two churches were to unite, was the adoption of a 
common ritual as regarded the outward form of wor- 
ship without compelling either party to abjure any of 
their fundamental dogmas. ‘The principal difference 
between the two consists in the words used in the 
Lord’s Supper; the Lutheran form being, ** This is 
the body and blood of Christ;"’ that of the Calvinist, 
or rather the Evangelical church, being, ** This repre- 


sents the body and blood of Christ.” The royal fam- 





ily belonged to the Calvinist persuasion, of which the 
follewers amount to hardly one third of the Latherans. 
Thirteen years were taken up in endeavors to per- 
suade the Protestants of various grades to adopt the 
new liturgy. In 1834, the sanction of law was given 
to it, and it was made obligatory.

Summary of News. 
ABOLITION OF SLAVERY 
Sr. Croix, AvuGusrt 5, 1840. 

The Governor General of these islands has lately 
retarned frow the coronation of his new King and 
Queen. The latter is highly favorable to the aboli- 
tion of slavery, but Denmark is too poor to make any 
compensation to the proprietors. By advice of the 
Royal family, the Governor proposes to the planters, 
that they give their slaves every Saturday to enable 
them to earn money to buy their freedom. He says 
the King will not compel this, because it is better for 
the planters to do it voluntarily—that such a favor 
from them would ensure the fidelity and affections of 
the slives, &e. The Governor is warm in urging 
the adoption of this regulation, upon which he says | 
that he will abolish Sunday markets, and on that day 
shut up all the grog shops. His Excellency seldom | 
fails in what he undertakes. Some of the planters 
have assented to the King’s advice. The great ma- 
jority say they will not consent unless forced so to do 
—thal it ts asking them to give away, without com- 
pensation, ove sixth of their estate.

Now what will | 
On the estates contiguous to 
those which adopt this amelioration, the slaves will 
not work oa Saturday, or will so work that the own- 
ers will call it passive resistance. —You cannot pun- | 
ish a slave with more than six lashes of a small rope’s 
end without the interference of the authority. When 
you appeal to that to enforce obedience, that is, work 
on Saturday, the slave will reply, (for they are quite | 
knowing here,) ** Massa Governor hiself say, no | 
work Saturday, and they no work on Massa Baring 
& Co's estates, nor on many others.’’ To this, 
what can the Governor reply? Nothing! for he has 
already openly urged all the planters to put in force 
this regulation, ‘The planters may resist, but, at last, 
they will find constant rebellions, will compel its adop- 
tion. If the King, Queen, and Governor General, 
are on the side of the slave, under an absolute Gov- 
ernment like this, the planters cannot: make success- 
ful opposition. ‘They offer to abolish slavery, if rea- 
sonably compensated, and say they can find persons 
enough who will furnish the loan to Denmark. ‘The 
King replies—the slave's situation should be euch 
that he can earn money to buy his own freedom, 
The result will be abolition without compensation,

just as they reached the draw (made in the centre of 
the bridge for the passage of caval boats and other 
vessels) the lunatic, whe had hitherto remained per- 
fectly quiet, suddenly became furious and attempted 
to break away from the persona who had him in 
They immediately endeavored to handeoff 
him, and succeeded indeed in the effort, but during 
the struggle a large crowd collected around the par- | 
ty, and the draw, unable to bear the unusual weight, 
suddenly gave way and precipitated nearly all the 


charge. 


persons on tt, besides two caris and a baggage wag- 
gon, with the horses attached, into the water beneath. 

‘The draw is composed of two pieces, the one let- 
ting down apon the other, forming a flat arch, and 
raised when necessary by means of chains attached

DesTructTion OF INDIAN Key sy THE IN- 
DIANS, AND THE MAssacke oF THE INHABI- 
rants! Indian Key—a small island, about midway 
between Key West, and Cape Florida, containing a 
population of about sixty souls, whie and black— 
was visited by the Indians, on the night and morning 
of the Gth and 7th inst. who killed six persons, (all 
white) and barned every bailding except one—the 
dwelling of Charles Howe, Esq. The killed were Dr. 
Henry Perrin, John A. Mou, Mrs. Mott, and two 
children, and James Stedman, a lad of some twelve 
years old. The rest of the citizens made their es- 
cape to Tea Table Key, about a mile from Indian 
Key.
